After this the Hon. Rollo Russell’s panacea, the 


ge | of rain walls, does not sound so very startling 
after all. Nor is the scheme in any sonse Deopian or 
impracticable. 


¢ consists in marshalling the out-of-works into 
brigades, and employing them in different selected 
parts of the country in constructing enormously high 
walls of solid masonry. 

These walls, by arresting the clouds and so modify- 
ing the rainfall, would, he maintains, render fit for 
cultivation millions of acres now lying waste, and 
would thereby eventually repay the cost of their con- 
struction ten times over. 

The Parisian scheme for solving the maometered 
problem is Latagrs wd remembered for the awful con- 
sequence that followed its repeal. Briefly the plan 
resolved itself into a species of State Socialism. 

National workshops were established in Paris, 
wherein any man could claim work, not as a favour, 
but as a matter of right. - 

Moreover, the remuneration each received ,was cal- 
culated according to his supposed necessities, and had 
no relation whatever to the market value of the pro- 
duct of his labour. 

Thus a bachelor reccived two francs a day, an unen- 
cumbered married man two and a half, a man with a 
small family three francs, and so on in proportion. 

Naturally a system so economically rotten 

could not stand the test of time. 

The idle, the vicious, and the incompetent flocked 
into the capital from every department in France ; 
and after a short time the Government closed the 


workshops. 

Instantly, all over Paris, the mob sprang to arms. 
In three hours no fewer than three hundred barricades 
were thrown up. Fighting commenced in every 

uarter of the city at dusk, and continued during 
three days and nights. 

In the end the Government triumphed, but at 
frightful cost. Thirty million francs’ (£1,200,000) 
worth of property was destroyed. The bddies of 
sixteen thousand persons littered the blood-soaked 
and fire-blasted strects. 

Very different were the results attendant upon 
Count Rumford’s famous experiment, which aimed at 
abolishing povorty in Bavaria. 

He first of all built in Munich a number of large 
and airy “ Houses of Industry.” ; 

These he caused to be fitted with all kinds of tools, 
machinery,: and materials for manufacturing articles 
of various kinds. Each house also had 

a dining room and a spacious kitchen. 

Then, when all was ready, regiments of cavalry were 
80 di as to furnish every town with a detach- 
ment, with patrols on every highway, and squads in 
every village. 

This show of force was to compel into — the 
idlers and the wastrels. At the same time the rs 
commanding made it known everywhere to the geriuine 
res ble unemployed that there was work awaiting 
them in tho capital. 

The scheme worked well from the very beginning. 

Teachers of handicrafts were provi by the 
Government. Everyone was paid the full value of 
their labour, but not a penny more. 

So was the taint of charity avoided. Even the 
children had to labour for their pennies, as the 
adults for their pounds. 

It took five years to establish the experiment on a 
sound economic and financial basis. 

But et the end of that period the Count was able to 
report to tho King, his master, that he had made of 
havaria “a hingdom where there was work for every- 
one, and wherein was not one person whose wants were 
not provided for.’’

It is a very proper law which that ; guardians of 
the poor may compel a man’s children to contribute to 
his support, should he apply to the authorities for 
relief. as bemse: very lard canes aries ender this ule. 
Not long ago, for instance, a highly respectable work- 
ing-man, with a family of young children, was ordered 
to contribute to the maintenance of a father whom he 
did not remember to have seen—a worthless fellow who 
had deserted wife and family-more than a quarter of 
a century: before, and who was to have been 
long since dead. In a case like one would think 
the law might show some little indulgence. 

That men can no longer be sent to prison for debt, is a 
pleasant fiction which will not always bear the light 
of day. The theory is that a debtor cannot be impri- 
pct | but the practice is that he can. County Court 
judges send men to prison for debt almost daily. The 

lebtors say they are sent because they can’t pay; the 
judges say they go because they can pay and won't. 
‘Contempt of court ”—not “imprisonment for debt” 
—their Honours call it. In the County Court returns 
for 1900, recently published, 4,692 men and women are 
shown to have been thus committed to prison. 

Some creditors, however, have a lot to put up wita. 
and often enough, probably, the judges are pretty 
shrewd in their estimate of a debtor's resources. Among 
other nuisances, tradesmen who “ want their money in 
have now to contend with, is that of being threatened 
with proceedings for encroaching on the preserves of the 

ised solicitor. 

“ nding to be a solicitor” is an offence punish- 
able by a heavy fine; and, from recent decisions, it 
would appear that the tradesman who duns his laggard 
customers, on tho printed forms sold for the purpose in 
the stationers’ shops, is liable to be held guilty of com- 
mitting it. “Looks too much like a ‘lawyer's letter,’ ”’ 
say the Incorporated Law Society. This seems a bit 
rough on the tradesman ; but the remedy obviously is 
for him to pen his threats across his own paper. 

A cheap way of earning money not known to every- 
one, is to watch the newspa for an advertisement 
offering a reward for the rn of property stolen or 
lost, and implying that “no questions will be asked.” 
All you have then to do is to find out who the advertiser 
is, and sue him for endeavouring to “compound a 
felony.” There can be no doubt as to your winning the 
case; the law says £50 is forfeited to anyone who may 
choose to sue for it; and more than one £50 has been
